Fourthly, Few, or none ſpotted, in the Plague,c(- 
cape, in this ficknefle, although many are ſpotted, ve- 
ry few(in comparifon of them that recover)doedye. 
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Notwithſtanding, I cannot approve of their Opi- 
nion, who to avoid one extreame,runne into another, 
and becaulc it is not the Plague, therefore conceive it 
not at all Peſtilentia/l,nor tocontain any Malignity,or 
Contagion, wherefore [| ſhall fhew them inthe ſecond 
place, Poſitively that it is Malignant, as we before 
defin'd it, and Contagions, 

Forif they allow that CMorbes benignus is that, 
which,as Phy fitians ſay , Supra propriam naturam nul- 
lam grave Symptoma habet,they muſt be enforced to 
grant, that this is CMorbus Halignus, becauſe it 
hath, pejora quam pro ſue effentie ratione, Symptoma-

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{ure none, upon due conſideration, can deny, butthat 
the Symptoms of this Diſeaſe are more violent, and 
of farre greater danger, then what ordinarily belong 
ro putrid Feavers; which dangerous Symptoms ſhall 
be ſet down among theſe following Srgnes, which 
will undoubtcdly diſtinguiſh, Malignant Feavers, 
from others, 

- The firſt ſigne is Magna virium imbecillitas fine 
manifeſt cauſa, A great weakneſſe without any mani- 
feſt cauſe appearing. which hath been,and is ſtill very 
apparent in this Diſeaſe, inſo much that ſtrong men, 
ina very ſhorttime,have ſo much loſt their vigour, 
as they havenot been ableto walk,or ſcarcetoftand, 
withourthe help,and aſſiſtance of thoſe aboatthem, 
alchoughthere hath been ng ſudden evacuation to 
diſenable them, either by Vomiting, Purging,Sweats, 
ing, or Bleeding, neither naturally, or by Art, Nay 
the Malignity ſometimes hath ſofarre prevaildover 
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the vitall ſpirits, that there hath been, to the grear af- 
trighrment of thoſe about them, frequens Syncope, & 
Lipothymia, Fainting and Swounding , as otren as re- 
moved from their bedds. 

Theſecondfigne is, Pulſus frequens,parous, & ad- 
modum debilis, formicans nonnunquam & intermit- 
tens, A quick, weak, creeping Pulſe, and ſometimes 
interminent.” It would be too long and.tedious to 
ſhewthe cauſe of Simple, or ReſpeFrive differences in 
Pulſes, it will ſuffice ro know, that the preſcrvation, 
and diſtribution of the naturall heat , and vitall ſpi-

This for the moſt 
partholds true, yer oftentimes we find them eſcape, 
and dyc too, with Spots of all Colours, 

Concerning the Cauſes of this Diſcaſe, there are 
diverfities of opinions; and thar of Divines deſerves 
the firſt place, as being moſt certain thar Diſeaſes are 
ſent from God, as rh<- puniſhments of  fiane, who 
bath beea moſt mgrcifull to this City, in ſparing us 
heretefore , when our neighbours round abour us 
were viſited, but although with them , we acknow. 
ledge,that God miy by his abſolute power,and with.
